Luke Loft, boat ofticor in the Qustons, 
aaid—On the morning of the 18th Septem- 
ber, I buurded the Faésien, on her arrival in 
Canton, about $.80a.m. Before I aearchad 
T was handed the 16 tins which had been 
found by Mr-White. Thad u suspicion of 
tho ballast tanks. I hud no information, 
but Thad reeoived an intimation. 1 applied 
to have the ballast tanke opened, and in the 
after tank I found two packages each con- 
taining ten tins, Thowater in tho tank was 
about up to a man’s breast, Iinfermed the 
captain of the result of my search, J hand- 
ed the tins over tou. Mr Stebbins, who is in 
charge of the contlscated goods. 

Croas-examined by the Attorney Gonoral 
—You say yor did not receive information, 
but an intimation ; what is the distinction ¢ 
—Woll, information you pay money for, T 
received the intimation from tho tide waiter, 

You aican by infurmation, then, aomy- 
thing you have te pay: for from outside, and 
by intineation sometaing recoived from an- 
other oiliver ?—Yus. 

What waa the ollicer’s name from whom 
you received the.intimation /~Mr May. 

Tf anyone wave the information it would 
go to him frat Yes. . 

Does he pay for this inforustion?—I. do 
not know. . 

You had orders from him what. to do t= 
Yes, I waa instructed befure. IT went on 
board that wa were tu make a search, 

Was any impediment placed in the way 
of your searching tho tariks/—None what. 
over, . 

Have you ever searched this tank bo. 
fore /—Not this particular one, . 


Thot ia for me to aay. . 

Exactly, that is what I want yon to say 7 
—I cannot anawer it. It has not suited 
ag to zearch it befure, 

Ta that your answer, then ?—I hava to 
search where I like. Tam paid to do that. 

Yon are not paid to do as you like, you 
aro paid to do your duty. Why did you 
never search it before?—I have no answer 
except that I did nut want to. 

It nover occurred to-you_before to search 
it?--No, it never did. 

Have you been long in the service !— 
T have been in it for seventeen years, 

And you have never found opinm in the 
water tank before ?—Yea, I have found it 
everpwhere. . 

Then why have you never searched in 
thie cnse 7—It was not the same ship. 

What is the difforonce /— Well, some peo- 
plo are not 30 artful a3 others. (Laughtor.) 

You do not think, then, in this case they 
J are so artfal.as on board other ships ?— 
Thero were never any marka on tho tanks 
“before, * 

What marks wore thera here t—It waa 
wet all over and there wore fuvt-marks 
round it 

Yet the tank was fastened down ?—So 
much so that the carpenter had to use his 
whole foree to get it opon. 

Walter Stebbins, examinor in the Cus- 
toms, said] am in charge of the prevantive 
departiuent, I take over all goods that are 
seizad. On the morning of the 18th Bep. 
tember I receives 36 tius of opium which 


weighed it and found that it weighed 94 
catties 6 tuels. Since then I havo sold the 
opium. It realised 4 Ta. 3 mace per cattia. 

Cross-exumined—I' take charge of all 
goods that are seized. I have ‘nothing 
whatever to do with tho wanifest. The 
opium seized was opium pulp. It waa not 
prepared opium. 

Mr Spinney said that concluded tho evi- 
dence he had to bring forward with regard 
to the opium. Hoe thought he had showa 
by his witnesses very conclusively that the 
opium was found on board. He would 
now pass on to the 25 packayes of dried 
fish which were among the cargo, but did 
not appear-un the manifest. The manifest 
which he had handed imcontained no list 
of such cargo. He would produce applica- 
tions frvtn the Chinesa consignees for the 
eargo, and he cvuld prove that these goods 
were examined by tha Customs’ examiner. 
Furthermore he held a list of tho cargo 
which was mado out: just before the steamer 
left, from the dictation of the compradore 
by one of the Customs’ officers. 

The Attorney General snid ha did not 
know whether this waa Mr Spinney’s con- 
eluding address or not, but he must object 
to his discussing the contents or charactor 
of any documents which had not been put 
in in evidence. 

Mr Spinney said he could produce evid- 
ence that this fish was landed from the 
steamer. Ho had alse the applications from 
Chinese cousignees for this cargo, 

The Attorney Genera} said ho objected to 
these documents; Any number of applica 
tions from Chinese consignees for certain 
carge would not prove that the Fatshen 
brought that cargo. 

Mr + pinney—Do you also object to the 
compradore’s statement ? . 

The Attorney General—Not if 
brought in evidence. 

Charke Francis Goodhari, tido waiter, 
was then called and said that ou the 18th 
September lust ho went.as naval on board 
the futshan to take from the dictation of 
the compradore a list of the Chinesu cargo. 
Tho document produced was tho one isudq 
and signed by Fim, . 

The Attorney General objected io tho 
production of thia document. As he un- 
derstvod the question, it was whethep or not 
certain packages of Gried fish were landed 
from the Matshen on a c-rtain day and were 
hot included in the manifest of care deli- 
vered to the Gustoms authoritios, This 
was a question of fuct, and the proper 
vvidence was that of sume person who oduld 
speak to the fact itself. 

The Coneul said if thie list was taken 
from tha dictation of the compradore ho 
thought that the compradore should be 
produced, 

Mr Spinney said that if the compradore 
could be called at this stage of the case he 
should like-hit to be ealled. His ouly ob- 
ject in this mutter was to vet at the fasts of 
the case and settle the question, and it ap- 
peared to him that it would be better ta 
have it settled at ouce, He presadied the 
Captain would not go back on the statement

of the Chinese curso, 

The Attorney General said ho ‘did not 
wish to Tulse any unnecessary objection, 
but Me Spinney did not eppear ta quite 
appreciate the positiqu in which he {counsel} 
stood. Yohad to defeud the master of the 
steamer agninat a criminal charge, and it 
was his duty tu have nothing bug por 
evidence brought forward, He could not 
allow anything ta be produced that was nob 
evidence. 

,Mr Spinnty submitted: thet tho owners 
of the steamer had just as raueh interest, 
he presumud, in getting this matter cleared 
Up as apeodily as possible as the Customs. 
Tf the case went against them (the Customs} 
they. might take such action us would revo.

Tho Attorney General suid he only wiskod 
the prosecution had coma into Court pre- 
pared with thir case. 

Mr Spiancy said bo wus sorry if he had 
inad a slip. 
but to go on with the proving of the caso of 
false manifest. ° 

Laughlin Allan By worth, examiner in tho 
Custonia, was then called, and stated that 
on the 18th September he exumined cortain 
packages cu stoner Lutshan. He produced 
the record made atthy time. 16 referred to 
four packages of euttle fish. 

Cross-examined, the witness said tha 
examination was made for the purpose of 
proving the goods were as declared. The 
declaration corresponded with the goods as 
brought up for examination, 

The Cunau! said he thought the prosccu- 
tion should have, come into Court propared 
with their case, + They were bringing no 
proof that the manifest was false, Unless 
the defence were willing io consunt to an 
adjournment, however, the caso must 
proceed. So, 

‘Tha Attorney Genoral said: that ho did 
not think any adjuurnment should be 
granted. Heimagined it was to the interest 
of all parties that the case should be clused 
that day, . 

After some further discussion it was 
agroed to take the adjournment for tiffin at 
once (noon) instead of at the usual hour, 
Mr Spinney undortaking to produce the 
other cxaminers of cargo and the com- 
pradora when the Court again sat, 

Tho Court then.adjourned for an hour, 

On reassembling Mr Spinney ‘anid he 
wished to make a statement with regard to 
the eontumacious witness. Mr White 
wished to apologise to the Court and was 
prepared now to answer the questiona which 
ho had previously declined to-answer. 

‘The Attorney Genoral snidthe witness was 
atill before the Court, und he certainly must 
regret that any commanication had been 
made to him before the examination of 
witnesses was finished. 

- Mr Spinney said if what he had dono was 
not in accordance with tho practice he was 
sorry, but ho had wished to mvot thu objec- 
tions of the defence ‘as far as pussible. 
He had spoken to the witness and found 
that it waa owing to a misunderstanding 
that he had deelinud to answer those ques- 
tions, He was perfectly willing 

them now, * ° : . 

The Attorney Goneral said under the 
circumstances he had uo objection to offer. 

BR. J. White was then placed again in the 
box and cross-oxumined by the Attorney 
General, : 

. Do you occasionally recoive information 
befors you go on board to search which 
leads you to suspect you will find opium 
there 7—Sometimes I do.‘ 

Do you receive any intimation as to 
whoro you are te look for iti—I do. 

Do sou occasionally receive information 
after you have got on board from which 
you are enabled to know whera to look I— 
Never before this ocexsion. 

Was it in consequences of this infurma- 
tien that you louked under these boards 7— 
Tt was. . 

Have you any objection to stating from 
whom you got that infurmation ?7—I have. 

Was it or was it net obtaiued from the 
ofticora of the ship? 7 . 

Mr Spinney- objected to this question. 
He thought is was one which shuuld not be 
put. Anemployd of the Chinese Govorn- 
ment should not be asked to divalge such 
information. 

The Attorney General—I do not press 
the witness ta atate ‘who gave him tho in- 
formation. I wish simply to know if it 
was from one of the officers of tho ship | 

Mr Spinney—I do nob think the question 
should bo pressed. It should not be held 
to the prejudice of. the witness if he does 
uot onswer it, 

The Consul—He is not asked to atate the 
name of the person, Ho has already said 
he received information oa going on board. 
{a thera any objection to his saying that it 
was from somebody belonging to the ship? 
Tho Attorney General is nut pressing for 
information regarding the ‘namo of the 
informer. 

Mr Spiuney—If the question is not ove 
aa regarda identity Ihave no objection to 
offer. 

The Consut—To witness—Did you re- 
ceive this information from somebody con- 
nected with the ship ?—1 did. 

The Consul—Very well, that will do, 

Witoess—I beg to apologise for refusing 
to answer the questions thut wero put to 
me this morning. 

Mr Spinney—{ am now prepared to go 
on with tho proof of the false account given 
aa regarda the packages of dried fish, 

+ Waltor Hoary Williams, Thos, Phillipa, 
and Joseph Morgan, examiners in thy Cus- 
toms, were then called ond stated that-they 
had examined packages containing dried 
cuttle fish and shrimps frum the Patshan. 
The pagkages mounted in ull, with the fear 
examined by Byworth, to 25, 

Tsang Lu Fung, compradore on board 
the Fatshan, asid—I remember arriving in 
Oanton on the 18th September Last. -I was 
in chargo of the cargo addressed to Chinese 
consignees. T remember Goodhart coming 
on buard. It is my duty every day hefure 
the ship leaves to inform the Customs off. 
cer what cargo bas been discharged from 
the ship. I gave him a record on the 18th 
September. There wus dried fish londed 
from the Futshan on thatdasy. I cannot 
tell you how many packayea were janded, 
moro than fen. , 

Cross-examined—J receive the Chinese 
earya and make out a list for the siguéture 
of the Captain.

The Attorney Goversl—T allowed you to 
slinds to the manifeston the understanding 
that you would bring avidence-to prove it, 


Mr Spinney—I stated that I tad the

Ho received from an officer 
on beard what -purperted to be a manifest 
of the cargo, He could not say whother 
the one produced was the sano. 

Antonio Barros, purser un board the Fat- 
shun, aaid—I made out the manifest which 
haa just been handed to moe, 1 reengnise 
the signature as that of Captain Goggin. 
After writing out the manifest E sand it in 
tu Captain Goggin for signature. It then 


goes to the compradore and then it is hand- 
ed to the Customs’ officer, 
Crosa-oxamined—It ig my business to 
make out tho manifest day. by day. I take 
the Chinese cargo from the compradore. 
As regards European goodal make it out 
myaalt. I beliove it was a clorcial orror of 
mine in tho manifest, that instead of writ. 
ing ‘ fish’ I wrote ‘fruits 7 the number of 
packagea wae correct, -The mistake was 
quite.accidental. This ia tho tirst mistake 
of tho kind T have made so far as I know. 
Sometimes there has been a little mistake, 
which has been brought to my notice, and 
T have rectilied it. ‘This was not done on 
this occasion, I bave heard what has becn 
said about opium being found on bonrd the 


nbjoct to all referonce to casos, the facta o 
which were not bofure the Quurt.

Mr Spinney handod in a report published 
Ly thi oi der of the Chinese Government, in 
which ic was atated the Taitoan had 11§ 
piculs of opium on board and wos fined in - 
the sum of Tls, 109. : 

Tho Consul esid he could not tako-th's as 
an official report, He kuaw in the caaere- 
ferred to that the Consular Court acquitted 
the Captain, and thora wna no gecord of that 
finding being revoked. . 

Mr Spinnoy said there was a record of 
the decision, four yoara later, in which the 
muster was dined ‘tls, 100. . Ho thought the 
reports published by the Chinese Govorn- 
rent might be taken ae valid reports. Tho: - 
Court. would remember that, thero were 
certain things arged in that casa which 
could not bo urged on behalf of Captain 
Goggin, although, as far as the evidence 
wont, tho two casea were very similar, | 

The Attorney General suid that was just. 
shat the report did not ahow. It stated 
that sume one waa convicted of o certain 
charge, bat there was nothing to show that 
the evidence in the two cases was similar, 

Mr Spinney, after referring ‘to several. . 
uther cagea, suid his only object. in quoting - 
these cases waa to ahow how very ganéral . 
convietions hud been for making false 
wunifeats, and how consignecs, owners, and 
the commercial world generally wero in 
favour of carrying out the treaty practic-. ~ 
ally. ‘Tho presence of opium and dried fish 
on board the atcamer which did- nob appear 
in tho. manifest had beon conclusively 
shown, ond also that although packages of 
dcied fruits héd been entered in the jani- 
fest there were no such cargo on board. 

Cho: purser said as. regatds the fish and 
fruit it was a clerical error. Ho would not 
touch on that, He would simply point out 
that there were threo errors in the manifest 
which had been clearly proved, cither of 
which made the cuptain subject to a penalty. 
of Tl. 500 by the Treaty undor which he 
waa doing business with Uhins, In his an- 
xiety and natural tropida! in appouring 
in such an onusual position ho (Mr Spin- 
ney) bad possibly repouted himself and 
stated” things which he should not have 
done, He had no oratorical gift, and be 
congratulated himself that ho had. not had 
to appear before a jury or assessors, whera 
the want of sich a gift would hava been 
more koenly felt than in the present case, 
He would urge once more before sitting 
down, that Qaptain Goggin, » man, he 
wight montion, for whom ho ontortained 
the greatest reapect, had, by signing the 
mantfeat, made himself reapunsible for its. .- 
accuracy. Even if the defence showed that 
ho bud been a vory zealous officer who bad |, 
done his utmost to suppress smuggling on 
board hia ship, that cuald not be taken. as 
a mitigation of the offenco, . Ho asked 
pardon for taking up the time of the Court

Re-examinod—I admit that the manifest 
is incorrect, that I have writen ‘dried 
fruits’ inatead of ‘dried flah.' I did not 
make any attempt to corruct it within tho 
twonty-four hours allowed for that purpose 
bocause I was not aware of tho mistake, 


This conelnded the osse for the prosecu- 
tion, 


Mr. Spinney, in summing up, said he 
would preface tha remarks ho was going to 
make by ao reference to Article 37 of the 
Treaty of Tientein.’ The first section of 
this article referred to the manner in which 
a master should report his ship and the 
penalty which followed the violation of 
this rule, Under the second clause an ob- 
ligation was imposed on the easter. It 
stated, ‘Tho master will be responsible for 
the correctness of the manifest, which stall 
contain » full and true account of the par- 
ticalars of the cargo on-board. For pre- 
senting « false manifest, he will subject 
himaelf to a fino of five hundved taela; but 
he will be allowed to -correct, within 
twenty-four hours after delivery of it to 
the Customs’ officers, any mistake he may 
discover in his manifest, without incurring 
this penalty.” Now, after reading that, the 
first thing he would call attention to was 
the. word ‘cargo.’ What was cargo? It 
was pretty well defined in Webster's Dic. 
tiunary us followa—' Goods, merchandiac or 
whatever is,conveyed ina ship, and a 
similar extensive meaning was <ivon in the 
Customs Consolidation Act of 1876, the 
50th and following sections, which stated 
that cargo comprises atl goods on board a 
ship whether bills of lading have or have 
nut been isaucd for the, same, Another 
word in the seecht soction of the ar- 
ticle which might porbaps he touch- 
ed upon was the word ‘manifest.’ What 
wane manifest? It appeared to him, if a 
plain, slraightforward man wanted a de- 
finition for it, be could not do better 
than to turn to McCulloch's ‘Commercial 
Dictionary, which gava the following do. 
finition ; ‘A manifest ia o document signed 
by the master containing the name or namea 
of tho places where the goods on board have 
been Laden and the place or places for which 
they are respectively destined ; the name 
aud tonnage of the vessel, the name of the 
place to which the vessel bolonga;, o par- 
ticular account and description of all the 
packages on board, with the remarks and 
numbera thereon, the goods contained in 


such packages, tho names of the respective 
shippora, a9 far as soch particulars are 
kowu to the taster, de.’ Now, he would 
like to ask in the light of this article of the 
treaty and the ordinarily acceptod definition 
by the general public of the words Sonya’ 
and ‘manifest,’ whether Capt, Goggin could 
be said to have presented o manifest which 
contained a trie and fall account and all 
particylara of all cargo on board, when it had 
beon proved incontestably that there were 
on bdard 36 tias of opium which were not in 
the manifest, that there were some 25 pack- 
ayos of dried fish of yarioug kinds tiot ace 
counted for, and further that the manifest.

Tho Attorney General caid ho must

the defence for tho courtesy he had ex- 
tended to him, He left his caso in the 
hands of the Court and pressed for a con-

Tho Consul asked whothor he understood 
Mr Spinney to argue that if tho- manifeat 
did not contain s truo’ account of evory 
article.on board it was falae. 

Mr Spinney snid he contended it mast 
contain a true account of every article on 
board not intended for tho consumption of 
the crew, All tho artioles—the opium and 
fish—enumorated should have beon' in the 
manifest. Moreover, he contunded that 
tho appearauco of the 26 packnges of dried 
feuits, which wore not on board, was-in 
itsolf aufiicient to secure o cunviction. * 

Toe Attorney Genoral, in opening: the 
ease for the dafence, suid he proposad to 
call one witness only, the. chief. oficer of 
the Zatshan. Ho had’ intended to call the 
purser, but os he had been called for the 
prosecution and he had had opportunity 
while ho was in the box of getting from him 
und or two facts he required, To did not 
think it necessary to call anyone except the 
chiof officer, and it would probably be con~ 
venient far tho Court to keop over what"aa 
had to bay until he had finished examioing 
tne witness. 

. Woodridge Allan, chief officor of 
Fatshan, said—L wos on duty on head ire 
Futshan beforo leaving Hongkong on the 
7th ult. There wers four. watchmen on 
the ship acoing that no contraband gooda 
wery tuken on board. The second officer 
and myself were also keoping & watch. : We 
do nat allow goods to be received without 6 
reacipt. ‘The Chineso cargo goea to tho 
compradore. JE wo fiud any contraband or 
undeclared guods wa lock if up and hand it 
over to the Customs ollicers on arrival at 
Canton, If the compradora finds such goods 
he hands it over ta us and we bond it 
over to the Customs officials, Our’ men 
keap a look-out for all contraband goods, 
HET found opium on doard I should 
certainly lock it up and hand it over 
whon we got to Canton, All -the offi. 
cers Keep a leok-ont for opium. They aro 
instructed to do so and they act on these 
instructions, : ;

- Thi, concluded the case for the proscou+ 
tion, - s : 


The Attorney Ganeral, in summing up 
for the defenco, aaid the case he had to put 
before the Court on behalf of the defendant. 
had been’ shrewdly anticipated by, Mr 
Spinney. It would consist mainly of legal 
arguments addressed to the Court admini~ 
steriug in criminal jurisdiction pnd subject 
to strict. rules of law. With regard. toe 
number of reports quoted atid statements 
made, he wes sure Mr Spinney would -not. 
think anythiug offensive was intended when 
he atid that statements brought. be‘ore the 
Court by agentleman who was not on hisoath 
were not statements which could be receiv. 
ed or scted upon by the Court. Ho wished 
to point out the danger. of recoiving state. 
menté'thd reports when they. knew nothing 
uf the case. He would furnish an iHnstras. 
tion to show- how dangeroun ié would be ta 
accept these causes and references from suck, 
papera ae had been brought forward, A 
number of the cases referred toin these yel~ 
low books in which it appeared “individuals 
had been fined more or less trivial auins for 
certuin offances atated in a schedule. drawn, 
up by seme gentleman in the Oustams as:to 
whore legal capacity, for giving anythin; 
like a: true report of what happened: be-. 
fora the tribunal, nothing whatever wes 
known, and therefore it waa not likely 
these would be a safe guide for this Court, 
To wany of these cases where fines had besn 
inflicted, he did not say they had been, but 
they might have been paid. under pressurg, 
Tbe ship. might have been ander a time. - 
charter or there might have bean reagong - 


— 


which rendered it desirnble for tho captain 
to get away o» quickly as posaible, whero 
cases had been sottled and fines paid, cases 
_ aottled informally before a Comminsionor 
of Custome, whore it was quito impossible 
for that Court to judgo what the ciroum- 
stances wero which enabled the Customa to 
praotine squeezing and had urgod tha ship- 
pers to submit to it, He submitted that it 
was possible that in many of theso casos 
it hed boon been more conveniont. for tho 
captain to submit to somo small fine rathor 
than to take tho troublo to tost the 
mattor, dclaying his ehip while bo was 
fighting i t. These casos referred to 
wore practically worthless for any Jogal 
purposo in that trial, and he would put it 
vory respectfully but eloarly to the Court 
what the charactor of this prosecution was, 
what the grounds were upon which it had 
been undertaken, and what the end was 
which the Customs wore aceking to obtain. 
They had not proceeded upon a typical 
case of smuggling. They had not proceeded 
upon a case of substantial miarepresentation 
from which the Ohineso Govornment or 
Customs had suffered any substantial or 
raaterial iajuty. Thoy came into that 
Court because they wanted to obtain a 
legal decision by a compotont Court in 
criminal : jurisdiction, which would place 
upon tho Articles of that Treaty a conatruc- 
tion which it was novor intendod they 
should carry. In thie case the Article de- 
fining the offence with which the defendant 
was charged did not warrant any such 
construction as that which Mr Spinney 
had apparontly advised the Customs they 
might endeavour to enforce in that Court, 
He would now pass on to deal with the 
two acta, the omission to put the dried fish 
on tho manifest and the placing of fruit 
thora, which was not amoung the cargo, 
with which the proaocation had endeavour- 
ed to bolster up the opium case. These 
two acts muat bo dealt with separately from 
tho opium. Ho could not holp aubmitting 
as an illustration of what looked almost 
like a want of fnirnoss, a want of bona fides 
on the part of the prosecution, that they 
had chosen to mix up two such very dif- 
ferent caaea as these two. He agreed with 
Mr Spinney that for the purpose of this 
decision, one of the most important ques- 
tiona was, and he was now dealing entirely 
with the opium question, what is cargo! 
He took cargo to mean what cargo means 
in tho understanding not only of shippera, 
because the provisious of thie Treaty were 
in the right and interest of all persons and 
all classes, but in the meaning that nine 
persons out of ten would attach to the 
word, fe tock his stand upon the mean- 
ing of the word aa it waa popularly undert 
stood, that which ia shipped from ong por: 
to another in the ordinary courso, that 
which a merchant ships of receives and 
which pays freight. He excluded from that 
definition a great many things which wero 
yet carried on board, Thero would he 
ships’ stores, which ho did not suppose it 
wea contended wore carried aa cargo, Then 
again there was passengers’ baggayzo, which 
he apprehended must not be included in 
cargo. Therefore there might be many 
things on board ship which were not cargo 
and could not bo included in tho definition 
of cargo aa popularly used. But a far more 
important question hore was tho meaning 
of the word ‘manifest.’. Ho cuuld give no 
absolutely legal definition of the word, Ho 
could only rofer to a well-known law dic- 
tionsry’a definition and the popular detini- 
tion of the word, The following was the 
definition given in Wharton's Law Lexicon 
—In commercial navigation, a document 
signed by tho master, containing the name 
or names of the placea where the goods on 
board have been Indon, and the places for 
which they ate respectively destined, the 
name and tunnage of tho vessel, the name 
of the master, and the name of the place to 
which the ressel belongs ; a particular ac- 
count and description vf all the packages on 
board, with the marks and numbers there- 
on, the goods contained in auch packages, 
the names of the respective shippers and 
consignees, a3 far a8 auch particulars aro 
known to tho master.’ Now there had 
been several Customs Acta, but in earlier 
and later editiona the Customs Consolida- 
tion Act of 1876; in cartuin sections which 
had been referred to, from 50 to 54, dealt 
with the matter as nearly aa possitle iden- 
tically with the way it was dealt 
with by Article Spot the Tientsin Treaty. 
It provided that the inastor should make a 
report within twenty-four hours after his 
arrival in port. It provided that failure to 
do 60 would subject him to a penalty of 
£100., It provided that the master, if he 
mado o false return, was liable to forfeit 
£100. Tho principal part to which he now 
referred waa that which defined what the 
‘master was to do when he reported, and he 
would say that the scope of tho construction 
of that was precisely tho sameas that which 
could bo givon to Article 37 of the Treaty. 
In tho Treaty what the master had to give 
in his manifest waa a full and true sceount 
of tho particulars of cargo on board. Ifthe 
treaty with Korea were Toferred to it would 
be found that the words weta almost iden- 
tical, The same would be found oa referring 
to the provisions of the Treaty with Japan. 
Tho conatraction to be put on these words 
in all the casea was, he submitted, that when 
aahipmester arrived in port ho should do 
certain things in a certain way to facilitate 
the action of tho Customs in doing what it 
was their duty to do, but which was not tho 
daty of tho British trader to do in China, 
It was not contended that the master or the 
crew should take upon themselves to com- 
plete a scientific search euch a8 might bo ox- 
pected from theoflicors of the Oustoms. That 
was not what might bo presumed to be the 
intention of the authoritios when they were 
ranking a tronty for facilitating the suppres- 
sion of smuggling, Thoi was not & fair 
construction of the Treaty having regard to 
what tho parties had in view. He would 
venture to point out that, in desling 
with this question of construction, what- 
ever might be the meaning of the 
Treaty, whatever might ba the con- 
struction which should be put upon it as 
between the English and Chinese powers, 
that Court in that action was bound to look 


a caso under the samo statute and under 
the samo section, tho being in posscasion of 
naval stores, marked with o Proud arrow. 
Tt was held necousary to show that the da- 
fendant know they wore so marked, Tho 
next case was at pago 471 of the same ¢e- 
porta, This was an offence under tho same 
statute, and the decision was the samc. 
Theao cases closoly resemblod in aome ro- 
apocta the question they had bofora thom. 
Another caso to which he would rofer tho 
Court waa that of Hearne v. Garden, 2 Law 
Journal, Magiatrates’ cases, p. 216, This 
waa tho caaa of a person charged with aend- 
ing dangerous goods by railway. Tho Act 
of Parliamont provided that any person 
sending or who caused to bo sunt by rail- 
way any aqua fortia or dangerous goods 
without distinctly marking such goods on 
the outside and giving proper notice of the 
same, was liable to forfeit £20, It was hold 
that a guilty knowledge was neccasury 
before tho Act would bo pormitted, This 
was not a matter in which the Chincsa 
Customs conld come there and make 
arrangements, ‘Thay hid come into that 
Court of Criminal Juriediction as com- 
plainants, nnd it was for that Court to con- 
sider the criminal charge which had been 
made against the defendant. There was no 
provision laid down therefare for dealin; 

with cases of thin kind. Tho Customs hai 

brought a criminal charge against the de- 
fendant, and astigma had been laid upon 
defendant although the prosecutor stated 
that ho was aman for whom he tad the 
greatest respect. The proceedings being 
brought in that Court was a very strong 
measure, but tha advantages and dis- 
advantages of such a proceeding must now 
remain, Tt was certainly nover intended 
by the Treaty to make puuishable in such 
a Conrt ng that the cunduct of parties who 
had made some slight mistake which might 
happen to any mun, however junecent he 
migtt be, and however zealous in assisting 
the Custumsa, There had never been any- 
thing suggested, thera had been nothing 
brought bufure tha Court to show that the | 
Steamboat Company or its employés had 
ever wished to interfore with the Customs oF 
had done anything except give their beat as- 
sistance in desling with these matters ; 
but what they had declined to do, and what 
they could not be entrapped inte doing waa 
to submit toa partial and onesided e- 
stroction which might suit the Cunnuissioner 
of Customn in thia Joenlity. He (counsel) 
know not to what extent it might have the 
authority of the Commissi-ner of Customs, 
but at all events it seemed to him to boo 
desire to wring from them through that 
Court a construction which had not the 
authority of the law in the stallest degree 
and to got porsans in the various ships to 
xdmit. a liability which they did not own, 
There was no liability laid upon them 
whatevor by the provision of the Treaty so 
long ag they gave a bona fide honcat return 
in the furm, or manifest, or certificate, and 
condueted the business of their ship with 
ordinary and reasunablo precaution. The 
object of the Customs in the case had 
evidently been te get a conviction with 
regard ta the caso of the dried fruit, at all 
events, if a conviction could not be obtun- 
ed with regard to the opium. With regard 
to the fruit and fish, assuming that theav 
things should not havo been on the manifest 
in the onu case and should have been on the 
manifest in the other, it was perfectly clear 
from the facte brought forward that it was 
ap inuveunt mistake on the part of the 
purser, The contention of the prosccution 
was that, however innocent, huwever aM 
the mistakes might be, although there 
may not be the slightest guilty know. 
ledge, thoy could come forward and elaim 
the povalty since a misiuke was mnde. 
That was tho position which tho Customs 
had thuaght judicious tu take up, As 
royards the chargo brought against them 
thoy argued that no guilty knowledge had 
been proved, and hence no case was made 
out On the contrary, it was shown clear- 
ly that the inatter was an innocent mistake 
auch as might occur anywhere and to 
aayone, To establish this precedent would 
be to give the Customs power to impose a 
fine of Ts. 600 on almost every cargo ship 
in China, whenever they choso. The Cus 
toma had not attempted to show that this 
was an important case or one of a series of 
attompts to interfere with the working of 
the Customs, but they hud put forward this 
poor, miserable, solitary, paltry, trumpory, 
trivial case to which the provision of the 
‘Treaty had never been intended to apply. 
One word moro as to the opium. His con- 
tention on this point was that cargo would 
not include such stulf as this, found under 
the circumstances it was. Jt waa not cargo 
in any senae of the word. There was no 
proof how it came to be put where it was 
found. From what could be learned from 
facts it appeared that some dishonest China- 
man must have secroted it about his 
person and hidden it in a place ha was 
well acquainted with There was not a 
tittle of evidence to show that it waa 
brought on buard in any way as cargo 
or that it camo in auy way whetever 
within the limits of the meaning of 
the word cargo, Some of the witnesses had 
shuwn o great deal of reluctance in answor- 


Reports,’ page 41, Rey. v, Cohen. This was 


ing the quettions, areluctance it was ex- 
plained afterwards, which was only exhibit- 
éd through wisconception. They afterwards 
wont so far as to admit that the information 
thoy received was got on board. Whother 
they got this information from the officers 
of this ship who, if they were: doing their 
duty would report to them (the defense), he 
did not know. Tt wae evident they obtain- 
ed their information from some source or 
other, There could he no doubt about 
that. It would buve thrown some light on 
the question if they could have learned 
whether the opium was properly received 
on board as cargo and hidden away by the 
officers of tho ship, or whether thery was 
any connivance in, the sccret on the part of 
the officers of the ship. Thera was noevid- 
once.to show that it was in ony eonse cargo 
or that it was found on board in a place 
where any one would be likely to 
Jook for it, The Customs were not pro- 
svouting them for smuggling. They had 
not the courage or they had not suflicient 


upon the terms of the Article of the Treaty 
which dofined, the offence ss if it were'a de- 
finition contained in an Act of Parliament, 
That Court must regard itself from one 
int of view as & Court exercising criminal 
jurisdiction. They did not ask for auy 
consideration from the Customs. The de- 
fence stood atrictly upon their rights, and 
asked for nothing more than a legal defini- 
tian of the offence of which’ they were 
charged as that contained in the Act of 
“Parliament. He submitted that the words 
false declaration’ must be taken in tho 
aense in which faleo declaration is under- 
stood in other legal documents. It was 
necessary to show 5 guilty knowledga on 
the part of the person making the declara- 
tion, Tk was not sufiicient to show that the 
daclaration was falso, it must be shown that 
there was a guilty knowledge. ‘He would 
refer the Court to 2 caso reported in * 3 
Cox's Criminal Cases,’ page 281, the oase of 
Rex o. Wilmott, This was 4 caso under ap 
old statute of William TI, which imposed a 
penalty on pernons who were found in pos- 
seasion of naval stores or those natked with 
a broad arrow. It. was the contention of 
‘the prosecution in that caso that the mere 
fact of defendants being found in possession 
of goods #0 marked was sufficient to con- 
viet him, but the Court held that it was 
necessary to show that be wa8, in possession 
wilt and knowingly. ero was 
jue gina roperted in 8 Cox's Oriminal 


evidence to do that, Thé prosecution did 
not como into that Court os hough they 


wanted to put down smuggling, They did |. 


not prosccuta smugglers. Why did they 
not exercise the power given under the 
Ordinanes and try to put a atop to its 
Tnstead of doing that they came thero to try 
and get a conviction under 4 provision of 
the ‘Treaty which did not apply in this ease. 
Was the captain to go from atem to stern, 
in the holds and wator tanks, to pull up the 
planking and the ship to pieces and employ 
a ataff of scientific scaychora eyery time he 
went toseat The Customs vere ageking 
to fine defendant Tls. 500 for making -a 
single mistake. Such a practica would be 
ruinous to every captain, and would des- 
troy the trade with China, One could not 
help seeing. that the position they stood in 
was ono of serious responaibility, because if 
the onerge brought by the prosecution were 
sustained he submitted they could look for- 
ward to the complete ruin of trada in the out- 
ports of China The Customs were. an- 
gioun to obtain a decision in their favour so 
-that they might bold it in reserve for pur- 
poses of their own at a future date. He 
submitted that the defendant was cutitled 
to be discharged. . 

The Consul suid ha thought it would be 
more satisfactory if he gave his decision in 
writing, and he would do so on Monday, 

The Court then adjourned; ;
